Hulsing advised: “It is eas
for an alien to meet this
quirement, He just goes to
nearest Immigration Servike
office or post office, fills out
the address report form, and
returns it to the clerk. Any
non-citizen who is ill may send
a friend or relative to obtain
the card for him, and return
it to the clerk after it has been
completed by the alien.”

The immigration official said
approximately 83,000 aliens al.
ready have filled out address
reports. He estimated that over
210,000 such reports will be
filed in Southern Califoxpia
before Jan, 31,
